In 
the hot air treatment several degrees of 
hcut were tiled in a range, from 132 j 
degrees F. to 200 degrees. All this of j 
course is based o:: the idea that smut i 
Is not a contagious disease transmit- 
ted from one plant to another, but one 
produced by spores which are present 
on the seed grain or in tlie soil at the 
time of sowing.

only in seed, they may be readily de- 
stroyed, but when they are in the soil 
other props should be.grown t'o eradi- 
cate them, M treatment i:i the soil is 
inirirae-Jenble.
